of the grand jury, lest a legislative 
probe might hamper, instead of ex- 
pediting, the hunt for the truth an,d 
tie the means of furnishing uncalled 
for immunity to the implicated mem- 
bers. 


By joint resolution, adopted unani- 
mously in both houses, Attorney Gen- 
eral Timothy S. Hogan was officially 
directed to represent the state 
in 
co-operation with Prosecutor Turner, 
who has been quietly but strenuous- 
ly at work on the bribery cases for 
over a month. 


Declaring his readiness to work 


with and under the direction of the 
Franklin county legal officer, Hogan 
announced that witnesses betore the

Hong Kong, May 2.—The foreign

States gunboats, four British ships, 
wo French, a.nd one German war- 
ihip in the Canton harbor.

Ire by a band of rebels, who at-

Rebellion, brigandage and anarchy 
aro stalking through (the western 
half of Kwang Tung province. 
The .royal troops are fighting des- 
perately to crush the uprising, the 
seriousness of which is revealed in 
further dispatches from Canton to- 
day.Wu Sum, the Chinese, who was 
educated in Japati, is the leader of 
he revolt against the Manchu dy- 
nasty. 
The brigand chief, Luk, of 


Shun Tak, is at the head of a horde 
of outlaws, whose object is robbery 
and 
murder" 
Many women and 


young girls have been ravished when 
in the streets by the outlaws. 
These 
combined 
forces 
have 


thrown themselves with 
fanatical 


disregard of their own lives against 
the troops, and, since the first out- 
jreak much blood has been shed. 
Sedition is rife among certain of 
the troops, and it is feared that the 
disaffected soldiers will desert their 
officers If the revolters 
appear 
to 


nave the upper hand. 


Official advices and the refugees 


arriving from Canton 
confirm 
the 


sinister reports. 
Bodies of the slain lie in the streets 


of the city. 
Famine prices are asked for food- 


stuffs, and the shops generally 
are 


closed. 
In the panic there have been few 
attempts to bury the dead, and the 
stench from decomposed bodies left 
in the gutters tills the air. 
Today the revolters to a great ex- 
tent have withdrawn from Canton 
and are devastating the country to 
the west along the West river. 
While the fighting was progressing 


in the streets Chinese gunboats pa- 
trolling the West river fired into sev- 
eral parties of rebels, slaying 200 of 
them. 
. 
Retreating 
to 
the 
countryside, 


the revolutionaries attacked and cap- 
tured Sam Shui, 30 miles west of 
Canton, and murdered the prefect. 


The troops were put to flight and 


the rebels moved on to Wen Chow 
and Woo Chow, both of which towns 
they took after slight resistance. 
Luk's brigands, following in their 


wake, looted the shops of the three 
towns. 
The triumphant sweep of the rev- 


olutionaries 
continued 
westward 


along the West river, and reports 
from that district say that the move- 
ment is spreading and the revolu- 
tionaries are murdering and pillag- 
ing in other places. 
While the movement to the west 


is being directed by Wu, Sum Luk 
led personally a force to the north 
and seized the market at Shunglok, 
20 miles north of Canton. Then he 
made a wide detour to the west of 
Canton and fell upon Fatshan, a 
town IT. miles to the southwest.

A PLAINPIANO TALK 


The following bill passed the Ohio Ben»te April 26, 1911, and is now 


>endiug in the House of Representative*. It relates to guessing contests 
ad advertisements and to prevent fr*u d in cou»ection therewith: 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio: 


Section 1. 
That any person, Arm, pretended firm, association, 
cor- 


poration or pretended coiporation, who shall advertise, set forth or repre- 
»ent in any newspaper, pamphlet, circular or other written or printed 
paper any enigma, guessing or pucue contest, for which any pretended 
advantage or gift or any pretended preference, premium, price or rebate 
^hall be promised or given, either In the form of credit on future pur- 
chase or credit bonds or certificates in any form whatsoever, of an as- 
sumed or pretended value to the person or persons successful or pro- 
nounced successful in the solution of such enigma, guessing or puzzle 
contest, or any person, firm, or pretended firm, association, corporation 
or pretended corporation who shall oHvr through any advertising medi- 
um any pretended advantage or gift or pretended preference or premi- 
um or pretended prize, or rebate in any form whatsoever, of an assumed 
or pretended value to any person or persons sending or bringing in an 
answer or responding to such enigma, guessing or puzzle contest, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00), nor 
TOOTS 


than one hundred dollars ($100.00), or by imprisonment in the county 
jail for not more than sis months, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment; and each separate advertisement, representation or holding forth 
shall be deeded a distinct offense, and shall subject the offender to the 
punishment as hereinbefore provided. 


Sec. 2. Any person, firm, association or corporation, who, through 


the medium of newspapers, pamphlets, circulars and other written or 
printed papers, conducts an enigma, guessing or puzzle contest for which 
a prize or premium shall be given, either in the form of credit bonds, 
credit certificates or other instruments purporting on their face to be of 
monetary value to the person or persons successful or pronounced suc- 
cessful in the solution of such enigma, guessing or puzzle contest, shall 
actually award to such person or persons credit on future purchases of 
goods and material in an amount equivalent to the face value of said 
credit bonds, credit certificates or any other instruments purporting to be 
of monetary value, or shall at the option of the holder upon his demand 
redeem in money and pay to him the face value of ^uch credit bonds, 
credit certificates or any other instru ments purporting to be of monetary 
value; and any person, firm, association or corporation refusing to re- 
deem in money such credit bonds, credit certificates or any other instru- 
ments purporting to be of monetaryvalue, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not 
ess than twenty-five dollars ($25.00), nor more than one hundred dol- 
.ars ($100.00), 01 ty Imprisonment In the county jail for not more than 
six monhts, or by both such fine and imprisonment, and each refusal so 
to redeem shall be deemed a distinct offense, and shall subject the of- 
lender to" the punishment as hereinbefore provided. 


Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 


passage.

Bill Introduced in Senate to Permit 
School Boards to Buy or 


Lease Ground. 


At the last meeting of the Newark 


Board of Trade Mr. Prank L. Beggs 
was appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee on playgrounds. Since tnut 
meeting a few days ago Mr. Beggs 
has been busy investigating the sub- 
ject of playgrounds and has taken 
the mat'ter up with the state school 
commissioner and members of the 
legislature.

Beggs' activity Senator C. D. Wat- 
kins introduced in the Ohio senate 
on Tuesday a bill to permit city 
boards of education to buy or lease

sports and to provide for the proper 
supervision of the same. 
By the 


terms of the proposed measure 
the 


schools boards are authorized to is- 
sue bonds to buy or lease grounds 
and maintain them. 


All with whom Mr. Beggs has talk- 


ed favor the suggestion and the only 
difficulty it seems will be the short 
time in which to get action in the 
legislature.

GRUESOME FIND 


OF BOYS ALONG 
THE RIVER BANK 


Body of New Born Child Which Had 


Been Strangled Shortly After 


Its Birth. 


The dead body of a new-born male 


child was found Monday night, about 
7 o'clock near the river in the vicin- 
ity of the Children's Home by Leo 
Malonee, of 310 Summer street, and 
James Rafterty, of 59 Curtis avenue. 
The boys were fishing near the home 
w,hen they made the find. 


The lads had been fishing during 


the afternoon and when night came 
they decided to stay until after dark. 
The cold weather made It necessary 
for them to build a fire and after 
they had gathered 
a 
quantity of 


brush and wood, they were looking 
around for some paper to start the 
fire. 


One of them discovered the old 


newspaper in which the child had 
been 
wrapped. 
They 
immediately 


notified the police department and 
the patrol wagon with Chief of Po- 
lice Hindel and Wagonman McClure 
hurried to the scene and took charge 
of the body. 
It was later turned 


over to Coroner Wiyiarch, who will 
make an investigation. 


It is the opinion of several people 


that the body could not have been 
placed where it was found more than 
24 hours before. 
There was every 


indication that the child had been 
strangled after birth. 
It was fully 


developed, was not discolored in the 
least and it plainly indicates that 
the babe was a victim of murder. 


Undertaker William Evans took 


charge of the body and it was buried 
thia afternoon in the potters' field 
at the expense of the township.
